Big Club and Little One Figure in 
the Tale of Marital Wee Which 
Pittsburgh Church Trustee Tells 
in His Petition for an Absolute 
Diverce. | 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


PITTSBURGH (Fa) July 12.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] Pittsburgh society 
has received another start. Trustee 
C. H. Nichols of the Firet Pentacostal 
Church of the North Side, Pittsburgh, 
has entered. suit for absolute divorce 
against his wife, Mary B. Nichols, 
leader of the church choir, naming 
Rev. Ralph Filliett, pastor of the 
church, as co-respondent. 

The suit was entered Saturday, and 
every effort has been made to keep 
the matter quiet. The case bids fair 
to be of the most sensational char- 
acter, as the Rev. Mr. Elliott has been 
one of the striking figures of the 
North Side and the most popular among 
the ladies of the congregation. 

It is set forth by the indignant hus- 
band that when he caught his wife in 
the arms of the minister and started 
in to upbraid them, that they both 
attacked and knocked him down, and 
that it was only by the use of a club, 
which he had taken into the room 
him, that he was able to save 
himeelf a severe beating. ~ 

Nichols says the minister pulled a 
billy on him, and he has the billy to 
submit as evidence. He took it, he 
adds, from the minister, and chased 
him into the street without his hat or 
coat. The Rev. Elliott some days 
later appeared at an Alder man's office 
as the principal witness for Mrs. Nich- 
ols in a sult for aggravated assault 
and battery against her husband, and 
Nichols has been held for court on the 
ministers testimony. 

It appears that the Rev. Elliott, 
who is married and is a grandfather, 
came to the North Side last spring 
and began preaching in a tent. Nich- 
ols, who is a well-to-do railroad man, 
became interested in religious work 
and gave part of his savings toward 
the building of a church, of which he 
was made trustee. 

Mrs. Nichols, who ts a fine-looking 
woman of about % years, and who 
has a beautiful daughter of 18 years, 
took charge of the choir work. Some 
days sinée Irene, the daughter, dis- 
covered a letter written to her mother 
by the minister, in which he said he 
would call on her at a certain time 
the day following. She took the letter 
to her father. who waited for the min- 
ister and slipped into the room in time 
to find the Rev. Mr. Elliott making | 
violent love to Mre.

HEATING OUR UNCLE. 

There is apparent need of a new development 
of loyalty to the nation. It is not enough to cheer 
the Stars and Stripes and sing “The Star Spangled 
Banner” to prove loyalty, for true loyalty means 
honesty as well as hooray. A man who declares 
personally his friendship and esteem for an ac- 
quaintance and then utilizes every opportunity to 
cheat that friend in every business deal would not 
be called loyal. Hardly a day passes but the news- 
papers record instances of attempts by well-to-do 
and often prominent persons to cheat the na- 
tional government. During the past year members 
of the United States Senate have been accused of 
trying to cheat the government out of valuable 
timber lands: Only a few weeks ago one of the 
most prominent and wealthy society women of 
Boston was in an endeavor to smuggle 
valuable articles through the customhouse by hav- 
ing them brought from Europe by a Chicago lady 
as her household goods. A settlement was made 
with the government by the payment of about 
$150,000. Recently, Collector Loeb of New York 
apprehended several trunks filled with expensive 
gowns which prominent costumers were trying to 
smuggle through the customhouse. Innumerable 
incidents of the same kind might be mentioned, em- 
bracing dutiable articles from pictures to bags of 
diamonds and ropes of pearls, but it is unneces- 
sary; they are matters of common knowledge. 
Every person so engaged in an attempt to de- 
fraud the national treasury would feel insulted 
were they told that they lacked loyalty to their 
government. The rage for money-making has stifled 
the public tonscience to such an extent that it is 
considered by some people quite the thing to cheat 
the government if possible. “Smart,” many a re- 
turning traveler thinks it. This moral breakdown 
is seldom condemned. The pulpit denounces the 

litical trickster, the moral sins of the community, 

he sale of intoxicants and other personal shdrt- 
comings, but never the daily tricks to cheat the 
customhouse. Because of this moral shortcoming 
the government is compelled to keep a large force 
of inspectors employed in every customhouse dis- 
trict and at the principal cities of Europe to inter- 
cept smuggling operations, or, in other words, to 
prevent Americans being dishonest. Possibly these 
preventive measures may cost as much as the gov- 
ernment secures in duties and fines from the per- 
sons caught trying to evade the payment of cus- 
toms duties. But were the govefnment to relax its 
vigilance there would apparently de such a riot of 
smuggling operations that there would soon be no 
revenues from customs. 

Such a condition reveals a depth of personal dis- 
honesty that is shocking, because it has its founda- 
tion in a weak moral sense—a failure to place 
fidelity to the government on the same plane as 
honesty in individual transactions. Yet there should 
be no difference. To cheat the government is to 
cheat all the people-of the country, which is an 
even greater offense than to cheat a single indi- 
vidual. To say “I am an American” should be to 
say “I am loyal to my country and will use every 
endeavor not only to foil any scheme to disrupt 
the nation, but to punish every attempt to 
swindle it.” 

Not cheating the customhouse is not smart. 
Hidide a dutiable article in your “rat” or stocking 
is not clever. He who evades his share of the na- 
tional imposts, levied to pay governmental ex-

OVERNMENT FINANCES. 

Away back last December the United States 
treasury estimated the fiscal year’s results and 
predicted a deficit of $114,000,000 by the end of 
June. There was a further statement made that 
it would not be surprising if the figure went to 
$135,000,000. This was about the gloomiest period 
of last year for the government finances. 

With the opening of the current year things be- 
gan to brighten up, and by February the Decem- 
ber estimates were abandoned, with the cheerful 
outgiving that the deficit would be considerably 
. The year is closed and we find that the 
early estimate of $114,000,000 deficit was about 
$20,000,000 too high. 

Month by month, from the opening of the year, 
things improved, in a small way at first, and 
greater as the season p After Congress 
showed its temper as to the revision of the tariff, 
the improvement was quite marked. The receipts 
at the treasury for the month of June were 
$5,000,000 greater than in the same month the year 
before. It is the more noticeable in that during 


the fiscal year the only increase in receipts over the 


previous fiscal year was in customs. Internal rev- 
enue fell short by $6,000,000, and miscellaneous 
revenues fell off about the same amount. 


The expenditures for the fiscal year just closed 


aggregated $692,670,000, an increase over the pre- 
vious year of $35,000,000. Of this excess for the 
year just closed over the previous one, $9,000,000 
was on account of civil and miscellaneous items, 
$19,000,000 on account of war, $8,000,000 for pen- 
sions, $700,000 for public works, $900,000 for In- 
dians, and $400,000 interest on the public debts. 
The only item of expenditure showing a decrease 
was the navy, where there was spent $2,700,000 
less than during the previous year. 

At the end of the r the treasury had a sur- 
plus of $42,000,000. month of July will drain 
the treasury very heavily, as is usual for the first 
month of the fiscal year. Last July there was a 
deficit of $25,000,000, which was saved from being 
more by two final payments on account of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad debt. In 1907, with large re- 
ceipts coming in, July account showed a deficit of 
$11,000,000. 

To meet the expected drain the treasury has 
called in from the banks $25,000,000 of public de- 
posits. It is not probable that another call will be 
made upon these deposits after the one now out is 
met. With only about $40,000,000 of public funds 
distributed with the depository banks, the govern- 
ment will be unable to call in any more. It is all 
needed at different points for continual disburse- 
ments. 


ELL DONE, CALIFORNIANS! 

We read in Sunday’s Times about the tariff 
schedules as they bear on California interests. The 
column sounded good, made the corners of our 
mouths turn the right way. Not an interest of the 
State that is not taken care of; not a product of 
any kind that is not properly protected.

We foresaw the danger as soon as the inane 
clamor was raised by the near-Democrats falsely 
labeled Republicans, and we begged our delegates 
to stand for protection for every product of every 
State in the Union.
